were abandoned Thursday by the oil 
committee. 


The decision * was reached upon ad- 


vice of the specaal government coun- 
sel in the oil cases, Silas H. Strawn, 
and .Atlee Pomerene 
They recom- 


mended against permitting Mr. Fall 
to testify unless he waived immunity. 


After considering the recommenda- 


tion of counsel for an hour, the com- 
mittee adopted this motion by Sena- 
"tor Walsh, Democrat, Montana: 


"The witness, Albert B Fall, hav- 


ing refused, to answer any questions 
that might be put to him touching the, 
matters under> investigation by the 
committee on the ground that his evi- 
dence might tend to incriminate him. 
and the committee being: advised by 
counsel that the statute providing" that 
a witness should not be excused fiom 
testifying before a congressional com- 
mittee on such ground being less broad 
in its scope than the constitutional 
guaranty, so that proceedings for con- 
tempi or by indictment against the 
•witness for contumacy would probably 
fail, and that if the witness proceeded 
to testify before the committee under 
protest he might gain immunity from 
prosecution and the combing- advised 
by the attorney for ttie- witness that 
his purpose to stand' on his constitu- 
tional rights is Irrevocable, I move

would do away with both the old po- 
litical parties and start afresh with, a 
third party, today as in 1912. 


The lobbyists of the past, the high- 


ly .paid lawyers -who were hired be- 
cause of their "influence" with the ad- 
ministrations In power, the making of 
the contracts for government property 
-without public bids, the removal of 
resources of government control with' 
out regard to the needs,of the govern- 
ment itself, the whole discloses a dram 
of selfishness and materialism which 
•will have a profound effect in the con 
duct of affairs here.

Jewels nnd-trmkets if they are to look 
their best, jewels that are dirty lose 
some of their attractiveness.

Pearls should bo polished with a 


chamois but never in water. 
They 


should be worn often, for contact with 
the flesh is their preservative. 
"Dia- 


monds arr- frequently kept in jejvel- 
er'« sn-wdU8t.,and are dried there after 
being brushes with poapsuds. 
They 


may be rin«cd in cologne water, and 
it helps their brilliance to be shaken 
in a bag of bran. A piece of clean 
white WottlDK paper may be used as 
a dryer if the saw,dust or bran».i* not 
available. 
Amber is rubbed, with pulverized 


chalk slightly moistened with water. 
The beads or other 
ornaments are 


then laid upon n. flannel cloth, ru\bed 
with olive oil, and lastly, a. dry woolen 
cloth, until the polish returns". 


The opal is rubbed 
with 
mastic 


(putty), spread on 
a chamois, and 


slightly moistened, then polished with 
powdered chalk, followed by a wash- 
ing in water and a dry rub. 
Filigree silver and chnsod silver or
